distance of ap­ 
proximately 6,900 feet. 
Work on the service line was be­ 
gun a week ago with a force of 45 
men, most of them recruited from 
Gettysburg and vicinity. 
Lay I'ijx* In Town 
W ithin a few days tile .service line 
will be at the borough limits and 
then the task of laying 15,000 addi­ 
tional feet of 
pipe 
through 
the 
upper-county town will begin.

Hits third or fourth week in August, 
natural gas will be available. 
Two 
regulator houses 
will 
be 
erected on the line from the high- 
pressure main to Arendtsville, one 
where the line connects the main 
from the natural gas fields and the

t sure of the gas to that required for

“Most Civil war veterans who are 
still living entered the service dur­ 
ing the last years of the conflict; 
that is the reason the men who saw 
Gettysburg are so scarce. 
"Mr. Jones is an inmate of the 
National Soldiers’ home at W ash­ 
ington, D. C., and Mr. Williamson 
of the Confederate Soldiers’ home 
at Richmond, Virginia. 
Both were 
grand 
old 
men, 
whose 
courtesy 
quite won the hearts of their in­ 
terviewers. 
"They were alike in their fierce 
disdain for any assistance because 
of their great age and in their pride 
in their own service, though each 
paid tribute to the gallantry of the 
foe. 
The Confederate spoke most­ 
ly of a man who died before G et­ 
tysburg was fought, of his old chief, 
Stonewall Jackson. 
“ ’If Stonewall had been alive,’ 
declared the old man, ‘he would 
have outflanked the Yankees and 
smashed their center, when we had 
’em on the run 
that 
first 
day. 
Every man in the corps wanted to 
go on and finish the Job.’ The fire 
died away and there was a mist in 
the old eyes. 
But Stonewall was 
dead at Gettysburg,’ he finished 
simply.

‘Hancock rallying the lith corps on 
Cemetery Hill,’ he declared at last. 
‘He was a big man, six feet tall, 
and he rode around yelling at the 
men and they all got back in ranks.

BOOM OF FLASHLIGHT

"A flashlight boomed and the vet­ 
eran laughed with delight.

In' at me at Gettysburg.’ He smiled 
for a minute. 
‘I’ve only got one 
eye, son,’ he resumed suddenly, ’but 
I can see more with it than you can 
with both yours.’ 
“ Why so, sir?’ came the expected 
query. 
‘“ Because I can see twice as 
many eyes in your face as you can

fell back. Gordon knelt beside the 
wounded man, for he thought he 
was 
dying. 
Learning that Mrs. 
Barlow was a nurse in the Union 
army, he sent an orderly for her 
under a flag of truce, passed her 
through the lines and she nursed 
her desperately wounded husband 
back to life. 
(Twenty 
years 
later 
Governor 
Gordon, of Georgia, met Attorney- 
General Barlow, of New York, at a 
Washington reunion. Each had be­ 
lieved the other dead, since a south­ 
ern general of the same name had 
been killed later in the war. They 
became fast friends.) 
“Ex-Trooper Jones also graphically 
described an incident of the Get­ 
tysburg campaign, when Buford dis­ 
covered a Confederate spy passing 
as a chaplain in the 6th cavalry. 
He told how' the latter, knowing 
that he was suspected, tried to de­ 
sert during the battle. 
“ ‘We caught him and brung him 
back,’

Ministers of Paraguay and 
Bolivia in W ashington 
Must Be “Diplomatic.”

Washington.—The capital has a 
diplomatic situation of its own these 
days when the corps of foreign en­ 
voys is brought together at state 
functions. 
It’s all because two South Ameri­ 
can countries, Paraguay and Bo­ 
livia, are at war over possessions of 
the Chaco. 
Both countries have diplomatic 
missions in Washington quartered 
in two of the city’s swankiest hotels. 
Oddly enough, the two ministers 
have the same given names.
